I, Johnson Chang, declare that: 



1 . I am a resident of Taipei, Taiwan, the Republic of China and President of Yuso 

International Patent & Trademark Office of Taiwan, which is a Taiwan firm specialized 
in intellectual property causes, (hereinafter "my firm"), and have personal knowledge of 
the matters described herein. 



2. On July 28, 2003, on behalf of Industrial Technology Research Institute of Taiwan, the 
Assignee of Record of the Entire Interest of the present application, I sent an Order Letter 
to Bruce H. Troxell, of Troxell Law Office, at Suite 1404, 5205 Leesburg Pike, Falls 
Church, VA 22041, previous counsel of record for Applicant (hereinafter, "Troxell"), 
with a package containing the present application with related documents, and instructed 
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Troxell to file it in the U. S. Patent & Trademark Office (hereinafter, the "Office" ). A 
true copy of the Order Letter is provided herewith as Exhibit 1 . I am not qualified to 
practice in front of the Office, and my firm and I relied on Troxell, a registered U.S. 
patent attorney, to prosecute the patent application in the Office. 

3. On July 29, 2003, the application was filed in the Office and assigned Ser. No. 10/628, 
271. 



4. On March 28, 2005, a first non-final Office action was mailed to Bruce H. Troxell, of 
Troxell Law Office, at Suite 1404, 5205 Leesburg Pike, Falls Church, VA 22041. 

5. On April 12, 2005, Troxell sent me a reporting letter regarding the Office action and 
requested a payment of $550 ($500 if paid in advance) for his service of filing a response. 
A true copy of Troxell's reporting letter is provided herewith as Exhibit 2. 

6. On May 1 6, 2005, 1 sent Troxell a letter informing him that my firm made an advance 
payment of $500 for his service of filing a response and asking him to file the response 
before the due date. A true copy of my letter is provided herewith as Exhibit 3. 

7. On June 22, 2005, 1 instructed my colleague C, S. Hung of my firm to send Troxell an 
email asking Troxell when we can review the response. Troxell replied by email on June 
23, 2005 to apologize foe thedelay and indicating that he would provide us a proposed 
response June 27, 2005 for review. A true copy of the relevant email communication is 
provided herewith as Exhibit 4, 

8. On July 1 1 , 2005, a response/amendment was submitted to the Office on July 1 1, 2005, 
with an appropriate request for extension of time. Troxell issued an Invoice to my firm 
indicating that the Amendment was filed. A true copy of Troxeirs Invoice is provided 
herewith as Exhibit 5. 
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9. A non-compliant Notice regarding the amendment was mailed to Troxell on September 9, 
2005. As no response to the Notice was received, the application became abandoned on 
October 10, 2005. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed to Troxell on December 16, 
2005. 

10. Troxell did not inform Applicant of any of the developments listed in item 9. While 
believing that a proper amendment was timely filed and understanding that there was a 
growing, long waiting period in the Office for pending applications, Applicant was 
anxiously waiting for the Office's further communication, 

11. On July 30, 2007, Ms. Candice Huang, a colleague of my firm, upon a regular inventory 
checking procedure of the records of the Office, discovered that the application was 
abandoned, Ms. Huang immediately sent an email to Troxell on July 30, 2007 inquiring 
about the status of the application, in which Ms. Huang was puzzled by the fact that 
Troxell filed a response July 1 1 > 2005 yet the Office indicated the application was 
abandoned. Troxell responded by saying "[w]e will check and get back to you." A true 
copy of the relevant email communication is provided herewith as Exhibit 6. 

12. Paragraphs 1-11 show Applicant reasonably diligently facilitated the prosecution of the 
present application and had no intention to cause, and did not cause, the delay in reply 
that originally resulted in the abandonment In particular, the confusion shown in Ms. 
Huang's email identified in Paragraph 1 1 demonstrates that Applicant had no intention to 
cause, and did not cause, the delay in reply that originally resulted in the abandonment, 
and hence the delay in reply that originally resulted in the abandonment was 
unintentional. 

13. On August 12, 2007, 1 instructed my colleague Mr. Roger Chen of my firm to send 
Troxell an email further inquiring about the status of the application (along with two 
other applications) and Troxell responded by saying "[w]e are checking on these cases 
and will report back to you as soon as possible." Mr. Chen specifically instructed Troxell 
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that "fitjtt of three cases above need to be revived, please advise the action we need to 
take and the estimated cost". (Emphasis added.) A true copy of the relevant email 
communication is provided herewith as Exhibit 7. 

14. On September 21, 2007, Mr. Chen, under my instruction, again sent a message to Troxell 
asking "Do you have any further information about the USSN: 10/628,271 & 
10/732,265?", where the USSN 10/628,271 represents the present application. A true 
copy of the relevant email communication is provided herewith as Exhibit 8. 

15. On September 22, 2007, which is a Saturday, Troxell sent Mr. Chen an email, and I was 
copied, with a copy of the proposed response he would submit with the petition to revive 
and a copy of the corresponding office action. Mr. Chen and I reviewed the document 
Monday, September 24, 2007, and on September 25, 2007, Mr. Chen, under my 
instruction, informed Troxell by email that the "draft amendment of petition has been 
reviewed and confirmed, please file it in the USPTO in good time." Troxell confirmed 
the instruction September 26, 2007. A true copy of the relevant email communication is 
provided herewith as Exhibit 9. 

16. On October 18, 2007, I handwrote a message to Troxell asking ''please confirm filed 
petition revive" and faxed it to Troxell (and John R. Guice, Jr., an attorney associated 
with Troxell). A true copy of the fax is provided herewith as Exhibit 10. 

17. On November 2, 2007, Troxell sent Ms. Susan Hsu, a colleague of my firm an email, and 
I was copied, with a copy of the documents "submitted to the USPTO on Nov. 2, 2007 to 
revive this application." A true copy of the relevant email communication is provided 
herewith as Exhibit 1 1. 

18. Paragraphs 13-17 show Applicant reasonably diligently facilitated the prosecution of the 
present application and had no intention to cause, and did not cause, the delay in filing an 
initial petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the application. Hence the delay in

filing an initial petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the application, if any, was 
unintentional. 

1 9. I instructed my colleagues to periodically check the website of the Office for the present 
application. On April 25, 2008, my staff downloaded the Decision on Petition and 
reported me Monday, April 28, 2008. Mr. Chen, under my instruction, informed Troxell 
by email that we downloaded the Decision on Petition from the USPTO's website and we 
had not received any messages from Troxell concerning the petition to revive. Mr. Chen 
loudly complained to Troxell that the service provided by Troxell was "INCREDIBLE 
and UNACCEPTABLE." Mr. Chen further stated that "we urgently ask you to prepare 
the new petition and do whatever you have to do to revive the case " A true copy of the 
relevant email communication is provided herewith as Exhibit 12. 

20. On May 5, 2008, Mr. Chen, under my instruction, emailed Troxell, again, inquiring of the 
status of the petition and asking if Troxell was going to send us the new petition. That 
particular message informed Troxell that "we need to you send us the draft of the new 
petition (or your new idea) by May 9, 2008 for further action." A true copy of the 
relevant email communication is provided herewith as Exhibit 13. 

21 . On May 8, 2008, Troxell emailed Mr. Chen asking us to "accept my [TroxelPs] 
apologies for the delay in our reponse. We are presently considering our options to 
present the strongest case" and told Mr. Chen that Troxell "will report further to you 
shortly". On May 13, 2008, five days later, after receiving no response from Troxell, Mr. 
Chen, under my instruction, emailed Troxell, again, inquiring of the status of the petition 
and asking Troxell "when we can have your first draft." A true copy of the relevant 
email communication is provided herewith as Exhibit 14. 

22. On June 5, 2008, after receiving no response from Troxell, Mr. Chen, under my 
instruction, emailed Troxell to inform him that "because of the unsatisfication of the 
service provided in the above-identified case, the client now decide to invoke your 
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representative of the case, and therefore transfer the whole case to the new representative 
Morris, Manning & Martin, LLP (hereinafter "MMM"). The new representative will 
contact you soon for the transference and we thank for your help in our such long term 
business relationship/' A true copy of the relevant email communication is provided 
herewith as Exhibit 15. 

23. On June 6, 2008, Ms. Jane Smith, a legal assistant to Dr. Tim Tingkang Xia, a registered 
patent attorney and partner at MMM, emailed Troxell to transfer the application "in its 
entirety," as well as all electronic files to MMM pursuant to the email of Mr. Chen listed 
in item 22. Troxell responded to MMM's request on June 12, 2008, stating they were 
"reluctant to send original documents" and would cooperate if a revocation of power of 
attorney would be submitted to the USPTO removing Troxel l as attorneys of record. A 
true copy of the relevant email communication is provided herewith as Exhibit 16. 

24. On June 1 9, 2008, MMM, did in fact, submit a Revocation of Power of Attorney with 
New Power of Attorney and Change of Address to the USPTO. On June 26, 2008, the 
USPTO mailed a Notice of Acceptance of Power of Attorney to present counsel. 

25. On July 1, 2008, Ms. Samantha Liao, a legal assistant to Dr. Xia, emailed Troxell, which 
was copied to me, asking Troxell to "kindly inform us when we can expect the 
documents for vour ref#31 1 1-349/YUSO ref#920247/our reffi21225-66335 from you. Per 
your request, the revocation Poa was sent to you by email on June 19,2008. We really 
appreciate your help if you can forward the documents to us immediately." A true copy 
of the relevant email communication is provided herewith as Exhibit 17. 

26. On July 10, 2008, after failing to receive the physical files from Troxell for another week, 
Dr. Xia wrote a letter to Troxell, which was blank copied to me, asking Troxell to "to 
demonstrate your professionalism to transfer the physical file of the case to our firm so 
that we can prepare a proper response to avoid further and irreparable harm to the interest 
of my client." A true copy of Dr. Xia's letter is provided herewith as Exhibit 1 8. 
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27. On July 1 1 , 2008, Troxell finally emailed the e-files of the present application to Jane 
Smith, legal assistant to Dr. Xia, and sent hard copies of the files be FedEx, which was 
received by MMM July 14, 2008, Smith forwarded the email with documents to 
Samantha Liao and Dr. Xia. I was informed personally by telephone by Ms. Samantha 
Liao, legal assistant to Dr. Xia, of these developments. A true copy of the relevant email 
communication is provided herewith as Exhibit 19. 

28. I was further informed personally by telephone by Ms. Samantha Liao, legal assistant to 
Dr. Xia, that Dr. Xia has been diligently working on the present application and will file 

a renewed petition July 21, 2008, a week after the physical file was received from Troxell, 
in the Office. 

29. Paragraphs 19-28 show Applicant and its new counsel diligently facilitated the 
prosecution of the present application and had no intention to cause, and did not cause, 
the delay in filing a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the 
application. Hence the delay in filing a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) to 
revive the application, if any, was unintentional. 
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30. The undersigned declares further that all statements made herein of his own knowledge 
are true and that all statements made upon information and belief are believed to be true; 
and further that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false 
statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under 
Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code and that such willful false statements 
may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issuing thereon.
